Inmates make 
a break for it 


Two men caught 'within 
minutes' after busting 
free from leg shackles

Two men tried to escape at the 
Dartmouth courthouse yesterday 
morning. 

Michael Slaun¬ 
white and Vincent 
John Ryan Currie 
were being led into 
the courthouse when 
they broke out of 
their leg shackles at 
9:15 a.m. 

Slaunwhite al¬ 
legedly threatened 
a sheriff's deputy 
with a bloody syringe, and then 
allegedly used the needle to 
threaten a man and a woman in a 
car. 

But the sheriffs were hot on 
their trail and apprehended them 
"within minutes," according to a 
Department of Justice press re¬ 
lease. No one was hurt. 

Sheriffs reportedly used pepper 
spray and batons to subdue the es¬ 
capees. 

The second time Slaunwhite and 
Currie were led out of the court¬ 
house several hours later, they 


were in handcuffs and surrounded 
by at least six guards, as well as 
the media. 

Just before he bent to get into 
the van, Currie stuck out his 
tongue and gestured to the crowd. 

As Slaunwhite was taken out he 
yelled to his weeping girlfriend: "I 
tried baby. I'm just a soldier." 

She told him she loved him as 
the van pulled away. 

Slaunwhite, 38, 
was in court on a 
May 7 charge of pos¬ 
session of cocaine. 
His records show his 
case was adjourned 
yesterday for a plea 
on July 22. Also 
under his name on 
the court docket are 
charges of assault 
with a weapon and robbery, 
among others. 

Currie, 26, was arrested Tues¬ 
day after he allegedly broke into a 
shed on Crawford Street in Dart¬ 
mouth. He's also accused of theft 
of less than $5,000, destroying 
Halifax Regional Police property, 
obstruction of a police officer and 
breaching court conditions. His 
case was also put off yesterday to 
July 14. 

Both of their court documents 
said they consented to being re¬ 
manded, and both have no fixed

address. 

They will be facing new charges 
of escaping lawful custody. 

On top of that, Slaunwhite will 
be charged with possessing a 
weapon, assault with a weapon 
and robbery.

Barnet: I ‘made a mistake' 


Premier wants 
public funds spent 
on bikes recovered

Members of the off-road vehi¬ 
cle community yesterday re¬ 
acted in shock and 
disappointment when they 
heard the government would 
shut down a $230,000 safety 
training program for kids. 

"We feel like we've been 
duped," said the sales man¬ 
ager at Freedom Cycle on 
Chain Lake Drive. 

Kenton Moore said the 
dealership put at least two 
months of work into getting 
the ATVs ready for training 
and the manufacturers who 
provided the kid-sized motor¬ 
bikes contributed thousands 
of dollars to the safety pro¬ 
gram. 

Premier Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald yesterday announced he 
had no knowledge of the pro¬ 
gram aimed at safety training 
on ATVs for kids younger than 
15 until he re¬ 
turned Wednesday 
from Qatar. 

He said he dis¬ 
agreed with Health 
Promotion and Pro¬ 
tection Minister 
Barry Barnet's de¬ 
cision to spend 
close to a quarter of 
a million dollars of 
taxpayers' money on the vehi¬ 
cles. 

"I believe that the issue was 
handled very poorly in the de¬ 
partment," he said after cabi¬ 
net. 

He said he immediately 
pulled the file from Barnet 
and passed it to the Depart¬ 


ment of Natural Resources 
Minister David Morse, direct¬ 
ing him to find a way to re¬ 
cover the money. 

"I agree with the public on 
this one," MacDonald said. 

The government received 
dozens of complaints after the 
program was announced June 
18, complaining 
public money 
should not have 
been used for the 
purchase of the 66 
small ATVs for 
youth training. 

Jamie Anderson, 
spokesman for the 
All Terrain Vehicle 
Association of Nova 
Scotia, said there will be a lot 
of unhappy ATV enthusiasts 
as a result of the government's 
change of tune. 

"We firmly believe that 
anybody who is going to ride 
an all-terrain vehicle should 
be given adequate training," 
he said.

“I want to first of all and most 
importantly apologize to Nova 
Scotians who’ve lost faith in 
me as their minister,” said 
Barry Barnet yesterday in re¬ 
sponse to the ATV debacle. 

The health promotion and 
protection minister told re¬ 
porters at a news conference 
he “made a mistake" and the 
off-road vehicle safety pro¬ 
gram for kids should not have 
been publicly funded. 

He backed up the premier, 
saying Rodney MacDonald 
knew nothing about the 
$230,000 program and the 66 
kid-sized motorbikes the de¬ 
partment bought. 

He said he was the one who 
approved the spending and it 
was not passed through cabi¬ 


net. 

Natural Re¬ 
sources Minis¬ 
ter David 
Morse, who’s 
been charged 
with the responsibility of 
cleaning up the mess, said 
there was a lack of communi¬ 
cation about the program. 

“I wish that had been 
shared with me; I would have 
suggested that it not be 
done,” he said about the pur¬ 
chase of the ATVs. 

Now Morse will find a way 
to recover the more than 
$200,000 and said he’ll be 
looking at the ATV-riding com¬ 
munity. 

“We’ll encourage them to 
repay that money that was, in 
essence, given to them,” he 
said.

Minister grilled on near-escape of two prisoners

Justice Minister Cecil Clarke 
faced some tough questions 
yesterday after two prisoners 
on a transfer to court almost 
got away. 

It's been only three weeks 
since Toronto police caught 
dangerous offender Jermaine 
Carvery after being on the lam 


for more than two months. 

After his April 3 escape, the 
Justice Department began 
several internal and external 
investigations and just this 
week said prison guards will 
be provided with batons and 
pepper spray for outside 
transfers, sometime in the fall. 

After learning Carvery was 
able to release himself from 
leg shackles and handcuffs 


during his escape, Clarke said 
new "state-of-the-art" shack¬ 
les and cuffs were on order. 

But he admitted yesterday 
he was bothered that two 
more prisoners had gotten free 
of their shackles, saying "I'm 
very concerned with regards 
to now what seems to be a 
pattern of people trying to get 
out of these devices." 

The two men were consid¬ 


ered "low-risk" offenders, he 
said, and weren't suited up 
with the high-tech leg irons. 

Clarke commended the two 
sheriffs who were transport¬ 
ing the prisoners for quickly 
apprehending the men. 

He said the sheriffs, trans¬ 
ferring six inmates to Dart¬ 
mouth provincial court, had to 
use batons and pepper spray 
to nab the escapees.

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Frustration 
grows over 
vandalism 


Insurance not 
covering damage, 
homeowner claims

Tom Dempsey is upset that 
insurance won't cover thou¬ 
sands of dollars in damage to 
his half-built Herring Cove 
home that was vandalized 
last month. 

His neighbour Benjamin 
Weilgart- 
Whitehead, 

21, faces 
charges of 
mischief over 
$5,000 and 
breaking and 
entering for 
allegedly trashing Dempsey's 
home under construction at 
1594 John Brackett Dr. 

Dempsey says his insur¬ 
ance company, Allstate Insur¬ 
ance, calculated the damage 
to be $56,734, but the policy 
doesn't cover vandalism of a 
home under construction. 

"Even if we do get retribu¬ 
tion, how does a 21-year-old 
boy pay that off?" Dempsey 
said. 

Nearly all the windows of 
the Dempsey's home were 
smashed. The wiring, duct¬ 
work and plumbing were de¬ 
stroyed and liquid adhesive 
primer had been poured into 
the furnace, locksets, pipes 
and machinery. 

The Dempseys have been

embroiled in a bitter court 
battle with the neighbours — 
renowned whale researchers 
Lindy Weilgart and Hal 
Whitehead — who say their 
3,000 square-foot home is 
too close to their property. 

Most of the damage has 
since been repaired on the 
Dempseys' dime and with 
help from the community. 
He says the local church had 
a bingo night to raise money 
and a colleague provided 
free wiring. 

"We're not 
budging," 
said 
Dempsey 
about the 
property he 
says has 
been in his 
family for 150 years. "We're 
going to build our home and 
move into it." 

Dempsey is also frustrated 
that the Crown allowed 
Weilgart-Whitehead, who 
appeared in court yesterday, 
to change his bail conditions. 

There was a restraining 
order that said Weilgart- 
Whitehead cannot come 
within 100 metres of the 
Dempseys or their parents, 
but he got it changed yester¬ 
day. He's living with his fa¬ 
ther who just started renting 
a home near the Dempseys. 

The Crown declined to 
comment. 

Weilgart-Whitehead is due 
back in court Sept. 2.

Man, 22, faces five sex charges

A 2 2-year-old man accused 
of groping women's breasts 
in south-end Halifax over the 
last few months was ar¬ 
raigned on five sex charges in 
court yesterday. 

With his clean-cut looks, 
blue American Eagle T-shirt, 
and muscular build, Douglas 
James Roy Schrader could've 
passed for any one of the 
thousands of university stu¬ 
dents in Halifax. 

Police arrested Schrader of 
281 Windmill Rd., Dart¬ 
mouth Wednesday night fol¬ 


lowing two incidents earlier 
that evening. 

Police say a man groped a 

2 9-year-old woman as she 
was getting her mail inside a 
Tobin Street apartment 
building at 6:30 p.m. 

Halifax regional police 
spokesman Const. Jeff Carr 
said a man came up behind 
her and groped her breast 
and buttocks. 

"He implied he thought she 
was somebody else and then 
groped her again," Carr said. 

Less than an hour later, a 

3 2-year-old woman got on 
the elevator of her Church 
Street apartment building 


criminal record 

Schrader has a criminal 
record dating back to 
2004 with convictions for 
theft, mischief, conviction, 
breaching probation and 
fraud under $5,000. 


with a man who started talk¬ 
ing to her and then fondled 
her breasts. 

The incidents follow sev¬ 
eral more similarly disturb¬ 
ing assaults on women in the 
same part of town. 

On June 16, a woman on 
South Bland Street answered 
a knock to her apartment 


door and was greeted by a 
man who was masturbating. 

A woman walking on the 
sidewalk near the same area 
was groped on May 22. 

And a few days prior to 
that, a man asked a woman 
entering her Tobin Street 
apartment building if she 
dropped her I.D. card, while 
at the same time grabbing 
her breasts. 

Schrader is due back in 
court today to set a date for a 
bail hearing. He faces four 
sexual assault charges and 
one charge for masturbating 
in public.

Mayor in hospital for pain

Mayor Peter Kelly left Tues¬ 
day's council meeting to go to 
the emergency room at the 
QEII. 

"I had (abdominal) pains for 
the day so I came in to get it 
checked because it was get¬ 
ting worse," said Kelly from 
his hospital room yesterday. 

After three days, doctors 
still didn't know what was 
wrong with Kelly, but he did¬ 
n't seemed bothered. 

"They're still doing their 
testing, so we'll let them do 


their work and go from 
there," he said. "They're 
doing a great job, they have 
great staff here and we'll 
wait to see what directions 
they'll give me." He added 
the pain has since subsided. 

Deputy Mayor Stephen 
Adams is filling Kelly's shoes 
while he's in the hospital. 

Adams said he was called 
to the mayor's office at 
around suppertime on Tues¬ 
day and has since taken over 
all mayoral duties. 

Adams said he calls the 
mayor every day to check in. 

"Just to reassure him that 


things are fine and for him 
not to worry because stress 
is not going to help any kind 
of recovery process," he said. 

Peter Graham, a 
spokesman for the Capital 
District Health Authority, 
spoke on the mayor's behalf 
yesterday afternoon. 

"He will be remaining in 
hospital for further observa¬ 
tion and testing," Graham 
said. "His condition is im¬ 
proving and he's in very good 
spirits and his family have 
been with him at his bedside 
supporting him throughout."

Lawsuit claims 
government owes 
$66K for extra day

Adding an extra day to every 
fourth year doesn't make 
much of a difference to most 
people. But a dispute be¬ 
tween three nursing homes 
and the government has the 
province being sued for 
$66,000, and it's all because 
2008 is a leap year. 

Under the Homes for Spe¬ 
cial Care Act, every year the 
province analyzes nursing 
home data and sets rates of 
what can be charged and pro¬ 
vides funding to cover costs of 
residents, depending on their 
financial circumstances. 

The homes are then paid 


on a per diem basis, so each 
year they get money based 
on the cost of caring for peo¬ 
ple for 365 days. 

But this year is different. 
Thanks to February 29 pop¬ 
ping up every four years, 
2008 actually has 366 days. 

According to a lawsuit 
filed by GEM Health Care 
Group, Northhils Nursing 
Home, and Melville Ridge, 
the government refused to 
fund the additional day. The 
facilities claim that unfairly 
leaves them on the hook for 
all the costs of the extra day. 

The businesses say the 
cost of taking care of all their 
patients for that one day is 
$66,000, and they want the 
government to pay up with 
interest. 

The government hasn't yet 
filed a defence with the 
Supreme Court in Halifax.

After months of talks, the 
Poverty Reduction Strategy 
Working Group 
gave the gov¬ 
ernment its 
ideas on how 
to fight poverty 
in Nova Scotia 
yesterday.

province's poverty reduction 
strategy. Members represent 
various groups, most of 
whom work with people 
struggling with poverty. 

The group gave the 
province several recommen¬

early years of a child's life, a 
consolidation and enhance¬

"a program of 
last resort to a 
simple pro¬ 
gram of support." 

But the process is far from 
over. The recommendations 
are just that — recommenda¬ 
tions.

Recent bust shows 
evidence drugs 
headed abroad

One week after busting the 
biggest drug lab in B.C.'s his¬ 
tory, police are calling the 
province a leader in drug 
production. 

Insp. Brian Cantera of the 
RCMP's national drug en¬ 
forcement branch introduced 
the term "super lab" at a 
news conference yesterday 
while standing next to eight 
bags of colourful ecstasy 
tablets discovered while exe¬ 
cuting a search warrant on a 
Richmond barn last Friday. 

“A super lab is a clandes¬ 
tine lab which is capable of 
producing more than five 
kilograms of finished syn¬ 
thetic drugs," said Cantera. 

He added that inside the 
barn, police discovered more 


than 100 kg of "pure, crystal¬ 
lized ecstasy product" — 
enough to fill 14 detergent¬ 
sized buckets — and an esti¬ 


mated one million pressed 
tablets. 

There were also two fully 
automated pill presses that 


were capable of producing 
8,000 to 12,000 pills each in 
an hour, various chemicals 
used in making drugs, explo¬ 
sive devices and nine fully 
automatic weapons. 

Cantera said the sophisti¬ 
cated lab had been active for 
several months and was 
linked to organized crime. 
There was also evidence the 
drugs produced were in¬ 
tended for export out of 
country. 

Cpl. Richard De Jong of the 
RCMP's drugs and organized 
crime squad said that such 
labs cause considerable dam¬ 
age to the environment and 
that every one kg of ecstacy 
produced equals seven to 10 
kg of waste. 

The RCMP says organized 
crime groups active in B.C. 
are earning extreme profits 
off the world drug trade and 
there are a number of inter¬ 
national investigations com¬ 
ing out of B.C.

Gun control dealt blow in U.S. ^ 


Individuals have 
right to bear arms: 
Supreme Court 

Individual Americans have a 
right to own guns, the 
Supreme Court ruled yester¬ 
day for the first time in the 
country's history, striking 
down a strict gun control law 
in the U.S. capital. 

The landmark 5-4 ruling 
marked the first time in 


nearly 70 years the high court 
has addressed the Second 
Amendment of the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution. It rejected the argu¬ 
ment that the right to keep 
and bear arms was tied to 
service in a state militia. 

Justice Antonin Scalia said 
for the majority, the Second 
Amendment protects an indi¬ 
vidual right to possess a 
firearm unconnected with 
militia service and to use it for 
traditional lawful purposes, 


such as self-defense in the 
home. 

However, he said the new 
right was not unlimited. 

The court struck down two 
parts of the country's strictest 
gun control law adopted in 
Washington, D.C., 32 years 
ago — the ban on private 
handgun possession and the 
requirement that firearms 
kept at home be unloaded and 
disassembled or bound by a 
trigger lock. reuters

The Internet Corporation 
for Assigned Names and 
Numbers, or Icann, also ap¬ 
proved measures that will 
allow top-level domain names 
(TLDs) to be written in scripts 
such as Arabic or Cyrillic. 

Peter Dengate Thrush, 
chairman of Icann's board, 
said, "It's going to make a big 
difference to how the Inter¬ 
net looks and works." 

Icann officials said some 
technical issues for the new 
system must still be worked 
out, but it could be review¬ 
ing the applications for new 
TLDs as early as next spring.

Spain reached the European 
Championship final for the 
first time in 24 years yester¬ 
day when they turned on the 
style to overwhelm Russia 3- 
0 and set up a meeting with 
Germany in Sunday's final. 

Three crisply-created sec¬ 
ond-half goals by Xavi, sub¬ 
stitute Daniel Guiza and 
David Silva were a fair re¬ 
ward for Spain's gradual 
dominance in an enthralling 
game played in driving rain. 

"We're in the final, it's 
what we all wanted but, of 
course, now we've got a team 
in front of us which is Ger¬ 
many and that's a very big 
challenge," said Spain coach 
Luis Aragones. 

"The first half was difficult 


but our second half perform¬ 
ance was extraordinary." 

The only downside for 
Spain was a thigh injury for 
David Villa that almost cer¬ 


tainly rules the four-goal 
striker out of the final but it 
might be a blessing in dis¬ 
guise because Cesc Fabregas, 
who replaced him after 35 


minutes, was superb. 

He outshone his opposite 
No. 10 Andrei Arshavin, who 
was unable to reproduce the 
sparkling form of the last two 
games that sent Russia into 
the semifinals full of confi¬ 
dence. 

Villa's injury forced Spain 
to adopt a five-man midfield 
and they gradually took com¬ 
mand as Russia's fast-pass¬ 
ing counterattacks struggled 
for space. 

The victory stretched 
Spain's unbeaten run to 21 
matches and if they can take 
it to 22 it would secure only 
their second major title after 
their Euro success on home 
soil in 1964 having lost to 
France in their only other 
final appearance in 1984. 

Germany, who reached the 
final on Wednesday by beat¬ 
ing Turkey 3-2, will be aim¬ 
ing for their fourth 
continental triumph.

Forward commits to 
Herd for next season

The Halifax Mooseheads have been 
waiting two years for Snow — and it's 
finally in the forecast for August. 

The Mooseheads received a commit¬ 
ment yesterday from forward Matt 
Snow, who has spent the past two sea¬ 
sons preserving his NCAA eligibility at 
Deerfield Academy prep school in Deer¬ 
field, N.H., and with the Junior A Halifax 
Wolverines. 

The Halifax native is a 95 per cent stu¬ 
dent who had a scholarship lined up 
from Williams College, but instead will 
play for the Mooseheads and study com¬ 
merce at Saint Mary's.

■ V THERE’S A desolate 

place at the heart of Pixar’s lat¬ 
est feature, not surprising for a 
movie set in yet another dystopic 
vision of mankind’s future, 
where the garbage has driven us 
off the planet and sentient com¬ 
puters threaten to rob us of our 


free will. And you thought you 
were just going to be taking the 
kids to a movie about a cute lit¬ 
tle robot? The ghosts of Soylent 
Green, The Omega Man and 
2001 : A Space Odyssey hover over 
little Wall-E, the big-eyed trash¬ 
compacting robot who’s been 


left to dig mankind out of its 
own mess on an earth that looks 
like the morning after a rock fes¬ 
tival. 

In the absence of his creators, 
who are aimlessly cruising the 
universe on a starship run like a 
Princess Cruises liner, Wall-E has 


developed a lovelorn little soul, 
all the more sad since it’s never 
had an object of its affection, 
until the day Eve arrives in his 
vast dump. 

Eve is a sleek, iPod-like crea¬ 
ture (designed with the help of 
Johnny Ive of Apple, as part of an 
informal corporate synergy be¬ 
tween Apple and Pixar) with a 
mean right hook and a mission 
to find the signs of plant life 
that means Earth is becoming 
habitable again. When she’s 
taken back to the mothership 
after finding the seedling Wall- 
E’s been tending, he hitches 


along for the ride. 

The film has the sweet, but 
not cloying, sentimentality of 
the rest of Pixar’s releases, and 
the same broad appeal for both 
adults and kids — how else do 
you explain Fred Willard’s 
cameo, the first live-action 
human to appear in the studio’s 
films? — but the setting and 
story feel bleak, and more than a 
bit underpopulated. It might not 
be the first Pixar film to give 
your kids nightmares, but it defi¬ 
nitely lacks the warm bustle of 
the Toy Story films, Finding 
Nemo or Monsters, Inc.

LIKE THE SUB¬ 
JECT it explores, Expelled 
is either going to comfort 
or infuriate most of the 
people who see it. That’s a 
shame, since the middle 
ground — curiosity mixed 
with healthy skepticism — 
is probably the wisest reac¬ 
tion to this film featuring 
writer and TV personality 
Ben Stein as narrator and 
host. 

The film follows Stein 
on a journey, as he ex¬

American Girl spreads sunshine

was good.” 

“Abby was so sweet,”

down to earth,” says Mills. 


“She’s a professional,” 
Thieriot says. 

“She’s truly like a profes¬ 
sional.

NBC settles suit after man kills self 


TELEVISION network NBC 
has settled a lawsuit 
brought by the family of a 
man who killed himself 
when the crew of TV show 
To Catch A Predator 
showed up at his home to 
film his arrest, according 
to court papers. 

The $100 million US law¬ 


suit was brought against 
NBC by the family of Louis 
W. Conradt Jr., an assistant 
district attorney in Rock¬ 
wall County, Texas, who 
shot himself as he was 
about to be arrested by po¬ 
lice for attempting to so¬ 
licit a minor over the 
Internet. 


Accompanying the po¬ 
lice were a crew from the 
NBC show To Catch A Pred¬ 
ator, who were filming the 
arrest for a segment to be 
broadcast later, court pa¬ 
pers show. 

A representative from 
NBC, a division of General 
Electric Co, was not imme¬ 


diately available to com¬ 
ment on the terms of the 
settlement. The agreement 
was first reported by the 
Los Angeles Times. 

The premise of To Catch 
A Predator is that someone 
poses as an underage girl 
in an Internet chat room 
and then lures men who 


want to meet them to a 
house. Instead of finding 
the girl, they are con¬ 
fronted by the TV show’s 
host and a camera crew. 

In Conradt’s case, local 
police decided to arrest 
him at his home after he 
failed to show up at the 
prearranged house. Con¬ 


radt took his own life as 
the police and camera 
crews entered his home. 

Conradt’s sister sued 
NBC Universal, alleging it 
is responsible for her 
brother’s death and the 
harm to his reputation and 
name, according to court 
papers. reuters

And Leary — who plays O’Neal’s 
brother on the show — is con¬ 
vinced that as her character is bat¬ 
tling a drinking problem in the 
upcoming second season, she will 


be able to put the experience to 
use in real life. 

He tells AOL Television, “(Her 
character, Maggie) got clean at the 
end of last year and we have this 
game plan for her that involves 
staying sober, so it’s probably gonna 
work in Tatum’s favour. We were in 
the middle of planning the next 
bulk of Tatum’s work before (her 
drug bust), so she’s got a place to 
come back to.” metro news services

You’d 
think if they are not pay¬ 
ing these royalties that 
even some of the savings 
would be passed on to the 
consumer. That discour¬ 
ages me from buying a

instead of the longer orig¬ 
inal versions. 

“What can you do about 
it?” asks Giltz. “Don’t buy 
’em. Any show released in 
fragments is a show you 
should avoid like the 
plague. No matter how 
big a fan you are, don’t let 
them double dip, as 
they’d say in Seinfeld.” Or 
you can just download 
them — evil badthought 
of the week — since the 
picture quality will likely 
suck on your big new flat 


panel anyway.

Many shades of Tattoo 


Show features 
whole spectrum 
of entertainment

Metro Halifax 

DON’T MAKE THE mistake 
of thinking the Royal Nova 
Scotia International Tattoo 
is all marching bands and 
military brass, said Ian 
Fraser. 

“It’s a whole spectrum of 
entertainment — its fun,” 
said the Tattoo artistic di¬ 
rector. He and the rest of 
the show’s cast of hun¬ 
dreds are preparing to 
raise the bugle on another 
series of performances at 


the Halifax Metro Centre. 

“We shifted the empha¬ 
sis over to kids as much as 
we could,” Fraser said 
about this year’s Tattoo, 
which opens Canada Day 
and runs through July 8. 

Among the acts are a ca¬ 
lypso-military steel orches¬ 
tra from Trinidad and 
Tobago — it performs with 
dancers who limbo under 
flames — and an all-female 
Australian highland dance 
group which performs to 
bagpipes and beating club 
music. 

“It’s a wild thing,” said 
Fraser, noting this year’s 
Tattoo will also feature a 
precision skipping group 
from Denmark, a gym

wheel show set to Mary 
Poppins’ music, and local 
circus performers 

Democracy 250 — a 
group marking the 250th 
anniversary of parliamen¬ 
tary democracy in Nova 
Scotia — gave money to 
the Tattoo so 4,700 local 
youth can attend the 
event. 

On a serious note, the 
Tattoo will mark the 90th 
anniversary of the end of 


World War One, the 400th 
anniversary of founding of 
Quebec City, and the 125th 
anniversary of St. John Am¬ 
bulance. 

A new multi-tiered stage, 
which includes a 90-foot 
screen, has been built for 
this year’s show.
